THE VANDERBILT STATUE.

ITis a significant sign of the apirit of the
age that, while projects for erecting monu-
ments and statnes of great heroes and states-
wen drag heavily, or are abandoned for want
of funds, more than half a million of doliars
were recently collected to defray the expenses
of the artistié mionstrosity which has been
erected on the top of the Hudson River Rail-
road depot in honor of Commodore Vander-
bilt, the great steamship and railway specn-
lator. It required years of continuous effort
to beg from the school children of Philadel-
phia the cost of the statne of Washington
which now stands in front of Independence
Hall, and the only hope of completing the
proposed monument in Washington Square is
based on the gradual scenmulation of funds
from compound interest on a small capital.
We believe that by hurd effort menns were
finally raised in this city to putchase a statne
of Lineoln, and the day is perhaps not very
far distant when it will be erected; but, like
all other Ameriean works of art, it is a very
modest and cheap affair when compared with
the tribute to Vanderbilt, Some time ago this
project was conceived in the gigantic brain
of amwodern senlpist, and after he made his
drawings, and submitted them to a committee
of New York gentlemen, we are told that ‘‘the
funds were quickly subscribed.” The work
was begun at once, under striet injunetions of
secrecy, and it has bean completed in a single
year. A good idea of its magnitude is given
by the statement of the 7vibune that “it covers
an arca of 3124 square feet, measures 150 feet
ina straight line, and 31 feet in extreme
height: weighs nearly 100,000 pounds, and
cost over half a million of dollars.” The
centre consists of an immense bronze statue
of the Commodore, who is snrrounded with
nearly everything else under the sun, includ-
ing steamers, locomotives, Neptune, sea-
monsters, birds, froits, lighthonses. cotton
bales, fences, cows, ete. Nor is this all. “*At
the extreme left Liberty sits erect,” and
though we doubt whether this was not a
serious blunder, we are consoled by the state-
ment while ““two harvesters” are ‘‘in the at-
titude of working,"” the artist has not forgot-
ten to give the finishing touch to his work by
introducing “‘a raccoon peering around the
corner.,”  He is said to be looking at a sea.
wonster, but this must be a mistake, sither of
the reporter or the designer, for we are satis-
fied that his trme dnty is to keep a
sharp eye on the Commodore himself, who
is a representative man of the railroad mono-
polists of the country.
